David Porter Opens Campaigii 
for Oeylon Work. 

OVER $800.00 ALREADY.

Following up the very successful re- 
ception and supper In Strathcona 
Hail on Saturday evening, In honour 
of the arrival of David Porter, and as 
the opening of the financial -campaign 
for Y.M.C.A. work in Ceylon, a mass 
meeting was held in the Union yes- 
terday afternoon at 3.00 p.m. A 
fairly large audlenee was In attend- 
ance, and tho various speakers of the 
occasion wSfis listened to. with a great 
deal of interest. 

Mr. Wm. Birks occupied tto chair, 
and in opening the meetlng^he stated 
that no one need apologize for ap- 
pearing before an audience on behalf 
of missions. One can hardly be loyal 
to Christ without having the mission- 
ary spirit. A spirit which does not 
cost some sacrifice is a mere mockery, 
and therefore the chairman felt no 
need for apology In making this ap- 
peal for finances. 

The first speaker called upon was 
Rev. R. 13. S, Tayjor, who is home 
from China, and who represents one 
of the" boards. He remarked that 
he felt no'ôbltgatlon to apologue, for 
appearing as a missionary; for was 
not the greatest man of all a mission- 
ary. Christ was a wonderful, mis- 
sionary. We owe all to'^mlssionaries. 
St. Paul went to Europe, and hence 
the Ohrlstlan'lzljig Influence, wais 
spread among our ancestors, and 
hcnco fell to our heritage. The man, 
therefore, who says tliat he doesn't 
believe In foreign missions doesn't 
believe in Christ. The speaker then 
went on to say tiiat it wus his opin- 
ion that had there been more of the 
missionary spirit this present world 
struggle might have been averted. 

Mr. Taylor, In speaking of the 
Chinaman, refei;red to him «a "John," 
and ho remarked that John, though 
often 'accused of being slow and un- 
prpgresslve, .had hot been merely a 
looker-on In this war, but by under- 
taking much of the menlaUwork in 
France, had set the Frenchman tree 
to go to the front. 

In this matter of missions, contin- 
ued the apcyaker, we have got to go 
at the business in a businesalilce 
way. Can we give less than our best 
when we stop to consider what Christ 
gave? 

The chairman, after a few brief 
remarks Introduced Dr. June AUyn aa 
the next speaker. Dr. A.llyn has re- 
cently returned irom Indio, where she 
has been actively engaged in mission- 
ary work among tho depressed peo- 
ples of that country. She stated tljat 
when India was referred to the refer- 
ence was In general taken to be. to 
tho depressed classes, which . consti- 
tute BO great a proportion ot India's 
population. However, Ceylon is en- 
tirely different In this respect, as It 
is almost devoid of this poor and de- 
praved class, and the work of the 
McGlU branch is among better classes. 
In referring to these depressed claases, 
among which her work was chiefly 
centred. Dr. Allyn stated that the 
great majority of converted Chris- 
tians come from these - unfortunate 
peoples, who are banned from asso- 
ciating with the upper classes, and 
are even regarded as lacking a soul. 
Christianity of f erSj":tt»elr^ ,only escape 
from this state ^j^Bgvity. The 
speaker rcmarked^tns^jw of the 
greatest mistakes of th^^Uteh gov-, 
ernment was that thero^ls^- rplig- 
lous teaching in co^nnectlon with the 
government schools. , The Y.M.C.A. 
and Y.W.C.A. are providing tho peo- 
ple with that very necessary element 
In their' lives. Many young men of 
India owe all that they have in cul- 
ture and education to the Y.M.C.A. 
In conclusion Dr. Allyn said that Mc- 
Gill has a great opportunity, and ex- 
pressed' tho hope that soon tho Unl- 
versUy would have a lady- represen- 

tatlvfiiÉiSS?^''"- 

DovIa^BT' Porter was then Intro- 
duced, and he opened his speech with 
a touching reference to the manner in 
whicli the significance of the Cana- 
dian student's sacrifice was first 
brought home to him in connection 
with the first Northfield conference, 
succeeding the outbreak of the war. 
He referred to the broken ranks of 
the Canadian student representatives 
at that session. The speaker then 
emphasized the necessity that those 
of UB who feel that wo are Justified, 
under existing circumstances. In con- 
tinuing our University work should 
bo determined to do something In the 
nature of self-sacrifice— some tangible 
form of saorlfico. The speaker refer- 
red to the response with which hla 
appeal was met in the United StstesS 
anà to' the fact thalt durln^^jM|jlMfl 
:f ew months , the students of t^t'-ooUn^ 
try hiid subscribed over one million'

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PILLARS OF SOCIETY. 



Those who are fond of studying character antl of reading char- 
acter . sketches would enjoy reading a little book' published in the 
Wayfarei-s' Libi'tiry under the above title. The author is Mr. A. 
G. Gardiner, Editor of the London Daily News, and in spite of his 
I>olitieal opinions, he seems to have descended from the party plat- 
form when describing the characters of the greatest men of his 
generation. Nor does he confine his work to the famous men of 
Great Brtiain, but includes several of the statesmen and most prom- 
inent figures in Canada and the United States. Beginning with 
an inspiring sketch of King George V., in which he reveals many 
personal traits in His Majesty's character, Mr. Gardiner proceeds 
to outline the characters of such men as Lord Kitchener, President 
Wilson and Sir Wilfrid Laurier. His style is easy and fluent, makes 
most interesting reading, and suits the nature of his subject to the 
letter. . 

One of the best of these short sketches is that of our recent 
visitor. Sir F. E. Smith, who was at the time plain Mr. Smith. He 
was one of the first Conservatives who wore elected to the British 
Parliament after the general election of 1906, and first tools his 
seat at a time when his party was broken and down-hearted 16 a 
degree which had seldom been precedented in English history. Mr. 
Gardiner describes tho situation as follows : — 

"A young man elaborately dressed, slim and clean shaven, 
with a long hatchet face, scornful lip, defiant eye, and hair 
oiled and smooth. He stands with his head thrust forward and 
his hands in his pockets, and in a suave, self-assured voice de- 
livers a speech of brilliant insolence and invective. It acts upon 
_ the depressed ranks like magic. They sit up, they laugh, they 
cheer, a leader is calling them back from flight. A new star isV 
emerging from the gloom. And Mr. F. B. Smith sits down with 
his political fortune made." 
This is only one example of the many striking passages con- 
tained in "Pillars of Society." Few more healthy mental exercises 
can be found than the study of the characters of truly great men. 
When written by a talented journalist they lend a new stimulus to 
those who have yet to make their way in the world. Too many 
biographies contain long and detailed descriptions of political cam- 
paign.s and great speeches, but the incidents which appeal to a young 
man are the trivial anecdotes of a personal nature which bring to 
to front the private character of the subject, on which his success is 
based. Thç comparatively small and important actions of great 
men often exemplify courage and* perseverance in a much more im- 
pressive manner than the broader description of a public career.

Being in London, which was his 
home before he came to Canada, he 
had the good fortune to have many 
visitors while he lay In hospital, and 
also had his inother and father with 
him most ot the time. 

He was given every possible at- 
tention, being under the care ot a 
specialist with a European reputation, 
but recovery was hopeless. 

After a long period of suffering, 
borne with tho sreatest of patience, 
he passed away on" November 24th, 
and was buried on November SOth.

and a half dollars to the cause of 
war relief. He said that the real 
question was whether those of us 
wlio remained at homo were going to 
be prepared to take up the great task 
of building a new world out of the 
chaos und disintegration which sur- 
rounds us. Are we going back to the 
old I'agan beliefs which are at the 
root of all this strife and destruction, 
or are we going to insure the futura 
of the world against a repetition of 
this world upheaval? li there any 
greater taok to which the ttudents 
v/ho are left could dadicat. thamiolvaa 
than to tha building of a new world?" 
We have come ta the end of an epoch 
In the history of the world. Am I 
willing, In the sylrlt In which my com- 
rades have gone forth to France, to 
do my best in the. building of this 
new world? 

Mr. Porter then remarked upon the 
advantageous situation In Ceylon as a 
centre from'^which to carry on the 
work of Chriâtlànlilng the surround- 
ing countries. It la a strategic point 
from which leaders will go forth to 
spread the word of ,God throughout 
these parts in which the nead Is great. 
Tlic possibilities are -wonderful in 
iiinectlon with this work to which 
icaill has set her hand." There are 
or ought to be some at least at Mc- 
Oill who can see their way clear to 
undertake this work of spreading the 
Gospel, but the response financially 
should be whole-hearted and unani- 
mous. Can this donating of money 
even until it hurts be regarded as 
sacrifice, that is sacrifice jn the sense 
In which wo are .coming to understand 
the term? "May God forgive us if 
we drift through college this year 
and spend as much money on food, 
clothing and amusement as we did 
last year." 

Here the speaker referred to the 
meeting oC last night, and to ilie ex- 
cellent example set by those in attend- 
ance on that occasion, who, though 
few In number, contributed over four 
hundred dollars. He expressed the 
hopo that tho same spirit would chur- 
aoterizo those who baJ not already 
responded to the appeal. McGlll, as 
the first University on the continent 
to be appealed to in this cause, has an 
opportunity to establish a record which 
will be an inspiration to other Uni- 
versities. . 

Donald MacLeod, General Secretary 
of tho McGlll Y.M.C.A., then ex- 
pressed bit' conviction that the stu- 
dents of McGlll should avail them- 
selves of this opportunity. In light of 
the solf-sacrlflce displayed by our 
comrades, not only on the fields of 
Flanders, but by such men as Gordon 
Brown In Ceylon, we should at least 
willingly make the most trivial sac- 
rifice of all. that of the subscribing of 
our money. 

The subscription cards were then 
distributed by tho ushers, but before 
they were signed Mr. Porter led in a 
brief prayer. A few mlnutea were 
then devoted to the filling out of 
the cards, which were then collected. 

A hurried survey of the receipts 
disclosed tho fact that over four hun- 
dred dollars had been donatèçl. This 
subscription Included several ' one hun- 
dred dollar promises, and varlqus oth- 
er intermediate sums. The conù-ibu- 
tlon, therefore, from both meetings 
combined amounted to well over eight, 
hundred dollars. One notable feature 
was the fact that several of the sub- 
Bcrlptions of Saturday night were 
doubled yesterday afternoon. 

The appeal of Saturday evening and 
of yesterday ' afternoon, however, 
touched only a small student represent 
tation, and both these occasions were' 
merely introductory to tho general 
appeal which will ba made to-day 
and Tuesday. Every undergraduate 
will- be given ample opportunity to 
contribute to this- highly meritorious 
cause, and a hearty response is 
jiooKed for by the management '
